OIRMERLY hoase construction 
stopped-abruptly with the'first 
hint of snow t or rain in the 


sky. 
Today builders have found 


methods by which buildings, all 
the way from a steel skyscraper 
to a small cottage, can be built 
during the winter months. 


Again, it is not so long ago that 


the mere mention of painting a 
house during the winter brought a 
look of horror ^to any well-in- 
formed listener's 'face. But, under 
certain circumstances, winter paint- 
ing is .now possible. First of all, 
the surface mus| be dry and the 
atmosphere must be dry. If the 
house is a new one. it is vital that 
both the wood and the plaster be 
dry. Unless the plaster walls have 
.weathered for several months, they 
.should be treated for free lime, 
which, if present and allowed to 
remain, will mar the final finish 
with spots or "burns". For this 
purpose a solutjotrof zinc sulphate 
crystals, thirty-two ounces or 


pounds to a gallon of water, 
should be applied with a brush. 
The furnace should be kept going 
the week before painting as in- 
surance against moisture. 


Dry Weather ftecesury 


, Given this interior dryness, tit 
painter must wait on the weather. 
To be sure, there is likely to be 
moisture in the air when the tem- 
perature is below 40 degrees, but 
there are often long stretches of 
dry, snappy weather 
when the 


thermometer does not go below 40 
degrees. 
If the stretch of dry 


weather is not long enough to 
complete the painting job, the 
priming alone will protect the 
wood from the weathering which 
will ensue if it is left unprotected 
for only a short time; and this 
same coat will prevent the en- 
trance of excessive dampness frofltt 
outside. The additional coats may

fet'd,” declarer. Dr. B. P. Knupp, 
head of the poultry department of 
State colleg e. 
“ One lot of chicks 
! fed a complete ration except for 
the vitnmines, broke in health in 
the iifth week. 
The chicks receiv­ 
ing 1 per cent of the tested oil in 
the same kind of mash did not 
break in health and were strong 
and well developed. 
In a second 
list, the chicks which were not a l­ 
lowed to run out-of-doors nor re­ 
ceive direct sunlig ht g avq us ex­ 
actly the same results'. 
Those re­ 
ceiving the oil were strong and well 
and were sold as broiler*. 
Those 
receiving only the straig ht mash 
and g rain feed broke in health at 
the end of the fifth week.” 
Doctor Kaupp states that a third 
Hock was carried on the basic ra­ 
tion without oil but were g iven all 
the tender rape that they would 
ont. 
These broke in health in the 
seventh week indicating that, they 
secured some vitamines front the 
g reen feed hut not enoug h to beep 
them in g ood health. 
In another test, at the coastal 
plain station, one lot of clucks was 
allowed to run on a fresh, g reen 
pasture three or four hours dur­ 
ing the •middle of the day with the 
result that they did not break in 
health but were not as larg e ami 
strong as the thicks in the cod 
liver 
oil 
lluek. 
Doctor 
Kaupp 
states that those chicks which run 
out-of-doors pick up other thing s 
which are required for g ood health 
and development, but usually this 
is not sufficient as the tests with 
the cod liver oil show. 
As a result of all the tests. Doc­ 
tor Kaupp believes that the expense 
of using 1 per cent of this oil is 
well worth While. 
It holds up the 
health and g ives strong er consti­ 
tutional vig or.

ORM ERLY honse construction 
stopped abruptly with the first 
hint of snow or rain in the 
sky. 
Today builders have found 
methods by which building s, all 
the way from a steel skyscraper 
to a small cottag e, can be built 
during the winter months. 
Ag ain, it is not so long ag o that 
the mere mention of painting a 
house during the winter broug ht a 
look 
of horror to any well-in­ 
formed listener’s face. 
But, under 
certain circumstances, winter paint­ 
ing is now possible. 
First of all, 
the surface must be dry and the 
atmosphere must be dry. 
Tf the 
honse is a new one, it is vital that 
both the wood and the plaster be 
dry. 
Unless the plaster walls have 
weathered for several months, thev 
should be treated for free lime, 
which, if present and allowed to 
remain, will mar the final finish 
with spots or “ burns” . 
For this 
purpose a solution of zinc sulphate 
crystals, thirtv-two ounces or two 


pounds 
to 
a 
g allon 
of 
water, 
should be applied with a brush. 
The furnace should be kept g oing 
the week before painting as in­ 
surance ag ainst moisture. 


Dry W ea ther Necessa ry 


, Given this interior dryness, the 
painter must wait on the weather.

Thin-Shelled 
Eggs 
Whenever there is n late spring 
with a g reat deal of cloudy weather, 
many flocks lay thin-shelled eg g s. 
The eg g -shell quality from such a 
flock will beg in to improve as soon 
as the hens g et into direct sunlig ht, 
j It is a common observation that 
I when a flock is laying thin-shelled 
j eg g s and is turned out-of-doors in 
the sun. the shell quality improves. 
It is very important in manag ing a
